controversy,  v\  ithont  maiilully  ohlaiiiing  tlie  victory, 
(i.  c.,  proving  your  accusation,)  or,  Cliristiui-like, 
acknowledging  it  false,  unjust  and  uncalled  for,  I 
have  thought  it  adviseable  to  call  your  attention  once 


If  faithful  Abraham  and  righteous  Lot  were  de-j  more  to  this  subject.  But,  in  doing  this,  I  shall 


terred  from  wickedness  by  a  belief  in  this  doctrine, 
and  they  had  delayed  teacliing  it  until  the  iiihaiii- 
tants  of  four  cities  were  swept  from  the  earth  (or  a 
want  of  its  knowledge,  we  should  suppose  that  ii 
was  a  duty  devolving  on  litem  to  commence  teach 
ing  the  doctrine  of  endless  misery  in  earnest,  that 
others  might  also  become  good  and  be  preserveil 
from  a  similar  judgment.  But  it  appears  that  the 
one  journeyed  toward  the  South  country,  and  the 
other  retired  to  a  mountain,  and  that  neither  ever 
devoted  any  time  in  lecturing  on  endless  hell  tor¬ 
ments. 

The  children  of  Israel  were  a  rebellious  people, 
and  frequently  sinned  against  the  Lord.  iMo»es 
the  servant  of  G(*d,  hears  their  mnrmurings  with 
meekness,  and  pursues  ditterent  methods  to  over¬ 
come  their  wickedness.  When  every  effort  had 
failed  lo  restrain  the  Israelites  from  sinning,  why 
did  he  not,  as  a  last  expedient,  command  the  priests 
to  deliver  a  few  sermons  on  the  doctrine  of  endless 
misery  1  But  the  law  which  Moses  received  from 
the  hand  of  the  Lord,  contained  no  such  penalty 
for  transgression,  and  it  appears  that,  at  this  earlv 
stage  of  the  world,  none  of  tlie  "  holy  men  of  old*^' 
resorted  to  this  doctrine  to  make  men  better. 

It  must  be  admitted  by  all,  that  the  men  of  Nine¬ 
veh  had  the  right  kind  of  doctrine  preachoi  to  them 
—for  they  repented  at  the  preaching  of  Jonah. 
But  was  this  the  first  time  that  the  doctrine  of  end¬ 
less  hell  torments  liad  been  preached  in  Nineveh, 
or  were  tliey  hroiiglit  to  a  sense  of  their  wirkednes> 
under  the  influence  of  some  other  kind  of  preach 
100?  We  are  no  where  informed  that  the  Lon! 
g  tve  Jonah  any  such  message  to  deliver,  or  that  the 
people  implored  God  to  be  saved  from  such  punish¬ 
ment.  All  that  Jonah  proclaimed,  was,  "'i'et  for¬ 
ty  days,  and  Nineveh  shall  be  overthrown.”  When 


not  insist  upon  your  proving  your  r-hurge,  (tir  I  am, 
and  always  have  been,  well  satisiied  (and,  doubt¬ 
less.  you  are)  tliat  it  is  a  moral  impossibility.

(Jhristian,  1  thought  I  lia.l  every  reason  to  believe 
ilifit  it  would  he  done.  But,  to  rny  surprise,  in- 
stead  of  recalling  w  hat  you  could  not  tloulit  hhs 
wrong,  you  uiiderlnke  to  justify  yourself,  by  statina 
certain  retisoiis  that  operated  on  your  mind  an.l  iii- 
luced  you  lo  allude  to  Uiiiversiilisls.

You  also  deny  that  I  had  any  right  to  draw 
such  conclusions  from  deltiched  parts  of  a  compo¬ 
sition,  especially  when  you  had  honestly  affirmed 
that  you  never  intended  thus  to  charge  us.  I  mum 
confess.  Sir,  that  1  looked  your  letters  all  over,  and
